Canal Overflows

When the run off reached its 
height Monday afternoon follow 
ing the Chinook, the canal at 
the south of town overflowed 
when the gates in the flume 
proved too small to take the 
water, and streets and basem¬ 
ents were submerged in all the 
way from a few inches to four 
feet of water. 

Coming over the canal Lp* 
near Heber Coles residence the 
water was 75 feet wide over 
the street just north of 1 
and then it spread out seeking 
channels. W. A. Anderson’s bus 
ement filled up to a depth of 
about two feet, and while a 
ditch was made to divert it, 
the F ire ngine was busy pump 
ing to prevent serious damage 
to the furnace and other thing 
in the basement. Timbers had 
to be placed on the sidewalk 
to enable people to get to the 


basketball game, and roads in 
Hie north end of town in some 
places were under more than a 
foot of water. By Tuesday morn 
ing, the peak had passed and 
the puddles not nearly so large 
and full as Monday evening. 
There was quite an interest 
manifest on Tuesday in various 
types of sump ' pumps that 
would keep a basement dry. No 
wonder. Mark Dahl said he 
sent his books home Mon dr 
night after school and when he 
was ready to go later in the 
evening, ho would have needed 
a boat to make the trip. No

of smutty wheat. Figures for 
previous years are not at band, 
consequently, the j revalence • ; 
smut in 1939 cannot be compar¬ 
ed with that if p 
However a compai ison with 
previous years is not very im¬ 
portant. The important tlii.ig to 
note is that there is a decided 
loss here in the income of cert¬ 
ain farmers, and therefore, 
the returns of the country at 
large. Having wheat graded 
“Smutty”, means in nearly all 
cases a loss of five cents per 
bushel. Ill year- of low wheat 
prices such as we have c:.p:*r~ 
ienced for some time past a 
loss of five cents pti oushcl 
could not be all’orded; and in 
war years, such as we have a- 
liead of us, we canr.ot a -bid to 
sec our piocuctio.i cui‘ta;l n d m 
any way, cspv.ci.dly not by a 
pest which can be controlled as 
easily as that of smut. 

In most, or probably all, cases 
where smut appears sufficiently 
bad to cause wheat to be graded 
“smutty”, it is on account of 
carelessness in treating or not 
treating at all. When the for¬ 
maldehyde method of treating 
i s used, after the treating is 
done the pile ol grain should be 
coveied with disinfected sacks 
or canvas and allowed to stand 
for at least two hours and prel 
erably overnight aftei which 
seeding should be done as soon 
as possible. 

Where this method is follow 
ed, treating must l e done dur¬ 
ing the busy time of seeding 
and it is sometimes done coo 
hurriedly to be done accurately. 
One pint of formaldehyde 
should be used to forty gallons 
of water and this should be 


sufficient to treat fifty bushels 

of seed. 

In recent years, the dust 
form of treatment has become 
more' popular than the formal¬ 
dehyde. One chief reason for 
this is the fact that treating 
with div,t can be done a yea r or 
moi\ in advance of seeding with 
out injuring the germination. 
The cost of the material is 
slightly higher in the case of 
the dust method but one is 
much more likely to have author 
oi’.gh job done with it. A Kemp 
automatic treater is the most 
convenient machine to use for 
treating grain for smut. This 
costs in the neighbourhood of 
$20.00. This may be considered 
too expensive in many cases 
where there is only a small 
quantity of seed to lie treated. 
T so, anyone who cares to 
write in to the Ex per mental 
Station at Lethbridge will be 
sent a sketch showing how a 
gasoline (hum can be fitted 
with i handle and used as a 
treater. The most important 
poir.t to i' em ember in manuf¬ 
acturing any device to serve 
this purpose is that it should he 
air-tight so that as little dust 
as possible gets a chance to es¬ 
cape into the air. To pi event 
. i kness from poisoning, men 
working with these dust treat 
mask and as a further precaut- 
nas. . and as a further precaut 
ion should be required to drink 
milk periodically.

Edmonton Alberta—The Fact 
that Alberta’s public debt could 
have been refunded tour years 
ago at‘2U per cent interest, 
with the banks alone offering to 
make themselves responsible for 
$70,000,000 of it, and that Prem 
ier Willia m Aberhart bungled 
the opportunity, gave Alberta 
taxpayers something to consider 
this week. 

Charles Cockroft, of Gadsby, 
who was provincial treasurer 
at the time and whose efforts 
to Nze the opportunity of re¬ 
funding were rui. ed by the 
premier's indifference or opp¬ 
osition tc it, made the tacts 
known. 

Mi. Cockroft resigned from 
tiie cabinet after the end of 
1936 in protest against the 
things he saw as an insider, lie 
has retired from politics altog¬ 
ether now and so cannot be ac¬ 
cused ol trying to make election 
capital. 

Although Aberhart claims 
now that bondholders and fin¬ 
anciers blocked what he describ 
es as his own efforts to refund 
the debt and reduce interest, 
Mr. Cockroft’s revelation of the 
icnl facts of the case shows how 
much Albert i citizens, invest¬ 
ors' and taxpayers have lost 
through the Premier’s own fail- 
uie to take the opportunity of-

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fered to his government. 

He preferred, instead, to ig¬ 
nore the offer made to him, 
make a show of waging a war 
on behalf of the people, wreck 
the credit ol the province and 
all its municipalities and its 
citizens, make it impossible for 
Alberta citizens to get their 
money back from the govern¬ 
ment, and still pay by illegal 
methods ol hall-interest exact¬ 
ly the same rates which could 
have been paid legally and in 
full through refunding. 

“Then* can be no questioning 
the fact that the debt could 
have been refunded at this par¬ 
ticular time,” said Mr. Cock¬ 
roft. ‘Money rates were low. 
There were millions of dollars 
for investment. Had the scheme 
been carried out in the proper 
manner, the province would 
have preserved its good name 
and would at the same time 
have brought advantages to the 
people, it would have been the 
first time that such an accompl 
ishment had occurred in Canada 
and no doubt would have led to 
other reforms.”’ 

Instead, the premier victimiz 
c-d the ycoi Ic who had invested 
in Alberta. The value of Alberta 
bonds dropped to half what in¬ 
vestors had paid. Instead of 
being able to get their money, 
as they would if the refunding 
opportunity had been accepted 
by the government. Alberta in 
vestors had to sacrifice half of 
it, as well as halt interest, or 
else leave it ‘frozen’. As a result 
private purchasing power dropp 
cd by millions, and other funds 
offered by financiers for refund 
ing were left lying stagnant. 

Dr Jacob Viner, who as one 
of tlie greatest economists on 
the continent was engaged by 
th- Alberta government a year 
ago to examine the province’s 
financial situation, told the gov 
ernment that its actions had 
been a blow to all business in 
the province, hurting municipal 
and piivate credit, preventing 
investment for new develop¬ 
ment and making money more 
scarce and more expensive. 

The fact that no money is av 
ailable for Alberta citizens un¬ 
der the dominion housing act is 
just one example ol the remit. 

In vie w of Aberhart’s prefer 
once for methods which slashed 
die market value of Alberta 
bonds when an orderly refund 
ing operation at reduced inter¬ 
est rates was available, there is 
great interest in the authority 
which he gave to J. J. Sousa, 
Calgary ‘financier,’ and his 
syndicate to buy up Alberta 
bonds. 

The next government of the 
province will want to know 
whethei someone was to bene¬ 
fit to the extent of about $65,- 
000,000 through buying up the 
bonds at 50 or 60 from in; :st- 
ors and turning them over to 
the government at par. That 
authority is not explicit in the 
government’s agreement with 
the syndicate, as revealed in the 
legislature last month ,but one 
paragraph of the underwriter’s 
part of the agreement is explic 
it that lie must pay par for the
